Of the total detentions, Great 
Britain was responsible for 33, 
France for 10, Germany for four 
and an unidentified vessel for one. 

The report included Informa¬ 
tion received between Septem¬ 
ber 1 and November 17. Forty- 
four ships were detained, but 
four of these were stopped twice. 

In most cases, the department 
reported, American ships were 
not stopped by warships on the 
high seas, but were detained when 
they docked at belligerent ports.

IN NEUTRALITY CRISIS 

ITALY'S SWING away from the 
1 Gorman axla toward a neutral I 
stand in the present war seems to 
have dimmed the prestige of Mus¬ 
solini and his Fascists and in- 
creased the popularity of King j 
Victor Emmanuel ITT and'the I 
royal family. Italians are shout¬ 
ing “Viva 11 Re!’’ louder and 
more fervently than "Viva 11 
Due*'.” 

There are other Indications, be¬ 
sides the resurgence of monarch- 
iah feeling, that the Fascist re¬ 
gime may be "slipping. The Italian | 
people have never wholly ap¬ 
proved the alliance Foreign Min j 
ister Count Galeazzo Ciano signed 
with Germany. More than 1,000,- 
000 Italian World War veterans 
remember Germany as an enemy 

Nor has Hitler's friendship with 
the Soviet pleased this people, 
who are nearly 100 per cent anti¬ 
communist. Moreover, Russian 
enroachment upon the Balkans 
invades Italy's sphere of influ¬ 
ence. 

As II Duce's power wanes, the 
king and the Price of Piedmont, 
the crown prince, loom as more 
Important figures In the Italian i 
picture. The prince, immensely 
popular writh the army and with 
the Italian people, recentty as¬ 
sumed command of half the army. 
Many national leaders long op 
posed to Fascism are rallying to 
support of the royal house.
